Refund Checks 
Undelivered 


 DETROIT—Many Michigan 
taxpayers have undelivered 
refund checks waiting for them 
at the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. 


Any’ taxpayer who has not 


yet received his refund should 
call or visit his logal IRS office as 
soon as possible, R.L. Plate, 
district director of Internal 
Revenue for Michigan, said 
today. : 

The most common reason for 
an undelivered check, accord- 
ing.to Mr. Plate, is that the 
taxpayer “has moved and left no 
forwarding address with the 
U.S. Posvai Service. 

In cases where the taxpayer 
suspects his check may have 
beer Jost or stolen, Mr. Plate 
urged the person to get in touch 
with his local IRS office as soon 
as pussible so that the IRS can 
put a tracer on the missing 
chéck. 

Some refunds may have been 
delayed because of errors or 
omissions on tax returns, ac- 
cording to Mr. Plate. Tax- 
payers affected should follow 
ihe instructions received from 
the IRS in order to speed up 
issuance of their checks. 

My, Plata stresced that in all 


refund inquires to the IRS, the 
taxpayer should be prepared to 
provide the name -and address 
as % appeared on the return, 
the actual name and:address if 
different, the social” seenrity 
numbers, and the type of form’ 
filed.

During caiender year i973 ihe boys om Camp te dies get 
in 1263 work days at Hartwick Pines State Park. In total these ius 
service 15 different campgrounds so ‘that Grayling residents and 
other citizens of the State of Michigan can enjoy the facilities. 

During that same period the Camp LaVictoire boys developed 
around 460 different campsites. There are five crews of boys from 
Camp LaVictoire with 6 to 8 boys on a crew. Supervision is by a 
Crew Foreman provided by the DNR. The Crew Foremen go through 
an extensive training process to prepare them for this callenging 
position. The boys have to apply for a job with the Work 


Superintendent of the ONR just as if they were in the outside world. - 
- And if their work is not satisfactory they can be “fired.” 


The Camp has an incentive pay program which enables the boy 


“to earn at a level which is commensurate with his performances. 
Each boy's work performance is evaluated daily by his crew 


foreman or in-camp work supervisor and on the basis of that 
evaluation his pay for that day is determined. Every effort is made 
to make this evaluaticn as real-life as possible as it is felt that he is 


learning habits and attitudes that will effect his job performance 


when he enters the world of work back in his community. 

The boys also. develop and ‘maintain bridal paths and 
snowmobile trails in the area for use by Grayling residents and 
tourists. They work on erosion prevention-on the AuSable River for 


the benefit of property owners and the ecological health of this 
premier Michigan Trout Stream. They pick-up trash in the area and 


k on construction at the various camnaround facilities. They 


also work in tree planting, ‘protective spraying and general 
maintenance of the forest preserves for the economic benefit of the 
State of Michigan. The boys from Camp LaVictoire work in 
waterfowl and fish habitat development and assist DNR fire officers 
al the Fire Experimental Station in Roscommon.; 

In salaries and wages Camp LaVictoire brings into the Grayling 
community about % of a million dollars each year. 

In addition to Hartwick Pines State Park some of the other Park 
areas they work at are Rifle River, Lake Margrethe, the Fire

according to the National Education 
Association. The comparative figures 
were 140 strikes last year, down from 
143 a year earlier. 

Either figure is way ahead of the 


*_ situation just 10 years ago, when only 


five strikes were called in the whole 


-, country. 


Nowadays we can get five strikes in 
the same district, of so it sometimes 
seems. 

Perhaps there’s some relationship 
beiween the frequency of teacher 
strikes and the average level of 
classroom salaries. Compare these 
figures, for example: . 

Salaries of classroom teachers in 
States'in the most recent 
school year averaged $10,675, up 
almost five percent from last year’s 
average of $10,176. 

Ten years ago, according to NEA, 
the average salary was only $5,995.

However, as.,these. tigures 
seem to indicate, the Strike also is a 
most effective weapon in raising pay 
levels for public employees.

Government is in the 
hands of the second-rate and third- 
rate, and we've got to do something 
to regenerate that enthusiasm for 
government on the part of the 
younger generation and on the part of 
the first-rate people. 

“No first-rate people want to 
expose themselves to so many of the 
rigors and disadvantages of govern- 
ment service, notably the invasion of 
privacy in their personal lives. 

“| think we have the brains, but | 
don’t think we have the inclination on 
the part of the first-rate minds to get 
into government service.”

occupants of the house. 

It is actually not hard to 
understand these statistics 
since fires spread very rapid- 
ly once they get started, and 
sieeping persuny ofici do 
nut awaken in time to es- 
cape. In many cases they are 
overcome by smoke, nox- 
ious gases or superheated air 
while they are still asleep, 
and before the actual flames 
ever get to them. To give 
some idea of how rapidly 
this can happen, studies 
have shown that from the 
time flames actually break 
out, a person has, on the 
average, less than four min- 
utes .in which to escape be- 
fore he will be overcome by 
toxic gases or superheated 
alr. 


As more and more home 
owners have become aware 
of these dangers there has 
been a steadily growing trend 
toward the installation of 
alarm systems that will wake 
sleeping occupants when fire 
bitaxs out at night so as to 
give them the precious extra 
minutes needed to escape. .
